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Dayan: Israel will not forgo 
security despite Egypt threats

Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan hit 
out yesterday at recent Egyptian 
“threats and ultimatums” and warn- 
ed that these would not bring Israel 
to make concessions inimical to her 
basic security. 

“Better that the Sadat initiative 
should slip through our fingers'‘than 
that Israel's security and existence 
should slip through," Dayan told 
Israel journalists on the eve of the 
Political Committee's opening. 

He referred particularly to 
statements and interviews by Preal- 
Sent Sadat who had asserted that his 
initiative would collapse if Israel 
were not much more forthcoming. 

“Hiven if Sadat is entirely frank 
and sincere in these statements," 
said Dayan, ‘we cannot concede 
more than our fundamental security 
needs require. We in the government 
are responsible, ultimately for the 
fate of Israel, not of Egypt."

“If they want it 
in Cairo — so be 11," he said. “And if 
they don’t want to talk about it at all 
-- then that's okay too. But don't 
worry — they'll talk about ft... and

Dayan 
acknowledged that “the Egyptians 
see this as vitally important for 
themselves.”

U.S. expected 
to okay F-16s, 
more F-15s 


WASHINGTON. — Israel Defence 
Minister Ezer Weizman, who 15 due 
on January 31.for talks with 
fence Secretary Harold Brown 
and Secretary of State Cyrus Vance, 
will be informed that the U.8. will go 
ahead with Yarael’s scaled-down re- 
quest for 150 F-16 fighter bombers 
and 25 additional] F-15 fighters. 

Informed American sources noted, 
however, that Israel will win ap- 
proval for only a tiny fraction of the 
co-production rights to the F-16, 
which is viewed by Israel as ἃ 
replacement for its aging fleet of F-4 
" Phantoms. Israel had hoped for ex- 
tensive co-production rights. 

The sources said Washington is 
likely to approve only co-production 
rights for some of the avionics of the 
F-16, such as radio and com- 
munications equipment. 

Israel originally requested 250 F- 
16°s, but in its 10-year, revised ‘‘Mat- 
mon C" arma request, submitted to 
the Pentagon last October, the 
number .was reduced to 150. Israel 
did ask for an additional 25 F-15's. 
The first batch of an already- 
approved sale of 25 F-16's has been 
delivered to Israel. No F-16's have 
yet reached Israel. 

Sources said that while Weilzman 
could expect an affirmative 
response on the F-i6’s and F-15's, 
public announcement might be held 
up temporarily by political con- 
siderations.

A looming crisis for the country's 
municipalities seemed averted 
yesterday when Finance Minister 
Simha Ehrlich ordered the 
Treasury's accountant-general im- 
mediately to pay up the 
government’s debt to the local 
authorities. . 

The move came shortly after a 
Union of Loca] Authorities emergen- 
ΟΥ̓ committee, meeting in Tel Aviv, 
warned of curtailment in services, 
and possible closure of schools if the 
government did not come through 
with money it had promised to supply 
for fiscal 1977/78, which ends in 
March. 

{Pointing up the danger, 500 Wilat 
municipal employees yesterday 
staged & meeting which lasted al} 
morning, to protest the 
municipality's failure to pay them 
their December salaries. The strike 
ended only when an arrangement. 
was made with banks to provide the 
money.) 

The eight-member emergency 
committee, headed by Union chair- 
man Pinhas Eylon of Holon, yester- 
day cited the Ministry of Education 
as one of the chief transgressors, for 
having failed so far to turn over a 
tota] of IL300m. for services which 
are provided on its behalf by the 
cities. 

Furthermore, the Ministers of the 
Interior and Finance had for their 
part agreed after the announcement 
of the government's new economic

on agenda | Would defer

Israel is well satisfied with the 
agenda for the Jerusalem political 
committee talks, as eventually 
hammered out in frantic eleventh: 
hour diplomacy over the weekend. 
Well-placed sources here say the 
three-point agenda ‘is in accordance 
with our positions." 

Egyptian efforts to have substan- 
tive points of dispute in effect decid- 
ed in Egypt's favour by use of 
politically loaded words in the agen- 
da had been prevented, these 
sources said. 

But at the same time they 
acknowledged that the agenda does 
not, of course, foreclose any basic 
arguments by either side — and they 
fully expected Egypt to put forward 
all its established positions, on total 
withdrawal and Palestinian self- 
determination, once the committee 
meetings get under way today. 

The text of the agenda reads 
follows: ᾿ 

A. A declaration of principles 
which would govern the negotiation 
of a comprehensive peace settle- 
ment in the Middle East. 

B. The guidelines for negotiations 
relating to the issues of the West 
Bank and Gaxa (the Hebrew version 
says ‘Judea, Samaria and Gaza'’). 

C. The elements of peace treaties 
between Israel and its neighbours in 
accordance with the principles of 
Secerity Council Resolution 242. 

The Israel sources revealed that 
Egypt had originally proposed a six- 
point draft which included such ob- 
jectionable (to Israel) items as ‘the 
end of the occupation,” “‘principles 
of security based on reciprocity,” 
and the achievement of a just solu- 
ἴοι to the Palestinian problem (in 
one draft it was ‘‘the problem of the 
Palestinian people’’}. 


The final, agreed version was 
achieved after intensive last-minute 
American mediation. 

Item A is sufficiently vague to per- 
mit each side to imbue it with a 
meaning favourable to itself. Thus 
the Egyptian foreign minister, in his 
opening addresg, fs expected to insist 
that full withdrawal and Palestinian 
self-determination must meet the 
“principtes...of a comprehensive 
peace settlement,” while Israel's 
Moshe Dayan will refer to the prin- 
ciples of secure and agreed borders 
as mentioned in Resolution 242. 


The most sensitive item was B, 
and here the key saving word was 
“issues.‘" Israel was not prepared 
for the item to refer simply to 
“negotiations over the West Bank 
and Gaza” aince that would implicit- 
ly invest these areas with a separate 


‘political identity, while Israel wishes 


to discuss the future of their popula- 
tion, (The final wording is almost 
identical] to that used in the U.S.- 
Israel ‘working paper on Geneva 


procedures" of October 5, 1977.) 


Ὁ ΒΥ ΘΘΙ͂Ι sources say they are ruliy 
aware that this crucial problem still 
stands out as the deepest divide 
between the two sides, and agree- 
ment over a non-committa! formula- 
tlon for the agenda has done nothing 
to solve the problem itself. 
Nevertheless they seem slightly en- 
couraged from the very fact that 
Egypt agreed to drop its insistence 
on the agenda item carrying political 
import. 

Egyptian sources, however, ex- 
plain that the concession stemmed 
from President Sadat's consistent 
determination not to let such 
Procedural matters as an agenda 
stand in the way of a substantive 
grappling with the issues. 

The Israeli sources asserted that 
U.S. Secretary Vance's refusal to 
come to Jerusalem until the agenda 
was agreed was not an exertion of 
pressure on Israel (or, indeed, on 
Egypt), but rather an objectively 
correct decision on his part not to 
waste his time watching the two 
protagonists wrestle around 
procedure. τ 

Foreign Minister Dayan told 
newsmen yesterday that he himself 
had actually advised Vance last 
week not to come until the agenda 
issue was settled. 

There seemed some chagrin in the 
Egyptian camp yesterday that the 
agenda had been leaked by Israel.

The Israel-Egypt Political 
Committee opens its talks in 
derusalem this morning, with 
the twin issues of withdrawal 
and Palestinian rights still 
obstructing progress to a peace 
settlement. ‘ 

U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance flew in last night to attend 
the talks, taking place at the 
Hilton Hotel, and he is expected 
to present an American com- 
promise proposal later this week 
whereby Israel’s ‘‘self-rule”’ 
plan for the West Bank and Gaza 
would be accepted for a lengthy 
transitional period which could 
eventually Jead to something 
closer to Egypt’s ‘‘self- 
Setermination” demand. 

“Evolution and transition" are the 
key words in the American com- 
promise idea, a U.S. source said last 
night. The U.S. will press Israel to 
expand on its own proposal for a 
“review after five years” so that the 
self-rule plan does not rule out 
forever the possibility of some 
broader independence eventually 
evolving. 

Israel so far has rejected such 
thinking. but Egypt has said it would 
go along with it provided there was a 
clear declaration favouring the prin- 
ciple of self-determination as the ul- 
timate goal. That self-determination 
should be established in close ties 
with Jordan, Egypt believes. 

A high official travelling with the 
Secretary was quoted last night as 
saying that the U.S. hoped a declara- 
tion of intent could emerge from the 
political committee talks. m 
The official, whose comments 
were broadcast on the “Voice of 
America,’* said Vance would indeed 
submit an American proposal for a

U.S. sources said last night that 
the committee may split into work- 
ing groups. each taking up a specific 
issue. In that case. these sources 
said, the U.S. would participate in all 
the groups save that concerned with 
actually drafting a peace treaty. 

During yesterday Dayan hosted a 
lunch for Kamel and his aides. Par- 
ticipants said the atmosphere was 
extremely cordial, with everyone 
engaging in cheerful small talk and 
steering clear of the Issues of today's 
meeting. 

Yesterday afternoon, Defence 
Minister Ezer Weizman spent more 
than an hour with Kamel reviewing 
the progress of the military com- 
mittee in Cairo. Egypt wants that 
committee. which is to resume on 
Thursday to take up the issue of 
Israel's settlements in Sinal, while 
Israel would have preferred that dis- 
cussion to be here in Jerusalem.

On arrival, the Secretary of State 
pledged that the U.S. would work ac- 
tively with Israel and Egypt in ‘the 
search for a comprehensive settle- 
ment of the Middle East conflict."’ 

“I have come to Jerusalem, the

Vance praised Begin for 
statesmanship which has created a 
“unique opportunity."’ At the same 
time he envisaged problems in the 
negotiations. saying that the two 
sides were now moving on to ‘‘the 
difficult matters of substance which 
must be dealt with if peace ia to be 
attained."

Silence imposed on Cairo delegation

The Egyptian delegation to the 
peace taiks opening in Jerusalem to- 
day has been instructed not to make 
any public statements while 
negotiations are in process. 

Dr. Mursi Saad Eddin, the Egyp- 
Han delegation's official spokesman, 
who announced the ban last night, 
also asked the press not to publish 
unauthorized reports which could im- 
pede the progress of the talks. He 
said that the peace process was now 
at a particularly delicate stage. 

Dr. Saad Eddin's announcement 
coincided with a report from Cairo 
that President Sadat has gone into a 
10-day seclusion to devote himself to 
the ‘study of various aspects of the 
Middle East problem” and follow up 
the Jerusalem negotiations. The 
report said that Sadat has cancelled 
ail engagements for the duration of 
his seclusion. 

Sadat is known for his sudden 
retreats from the public eye 


“whenever contemplating a major 


decision. He had earlier suggested 
that, unless the Jerusalem talks yield 
an immediate success, he would step 
down from government.

Speaking to ministry officials, 
Kubersky noted that the country's 
local councils would end the fiscal 
year with a combined deficit of some 
TL1,000m.

Egyptian sources last night said 
that Sadat was maintaining close 
contact with the Egyptian delegation 
in Jerusalem. They noted that Sadat 
‘was “quite apprehensive" about the 
start of the Jerusalem talks with a 
vaguely-worded compromise for- 
mula put forward by the U.S. to 
break the deadlock over the agenda. 
The sources noted that Sadat has 
accepted the agenda somewhat un- 
willingly. to demonstrate his flex- 
ibility and get the Jerusalem 
negotiations off the ground. 

The announcement of the public- 
statements ban followed two signifi- 
cant incidents. 

In the first, Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin's office issued a 
statement denying a reported allega- 
tion by Dr. Saad Eddin that the 
prime minister had promised Sadat 
that he would dismantle the Sinai 
settlements. 

‘The spokesman for the Egyptian 
delegation has said that the prime 
minister. while in Ismailiya, had 
promised President Sadat to remove 
the Jewish settlements from the 
Rafiah Approaches. This is fiction, to 
put it mildly." the statement read. 

“The contrary is true: the prime 
minister presented the Israeli peace 
programme to the president and his 
advisers. The programme included 
explicitly the retention of the 
settlements in the Raflah Ap- 
proaches — with an Israeli defence 
force.

The DMC Knesset faction and 
secretariat met yesterday in the 
Knesset building and decided that 
any decision about 2 split would be 
put off till the council meeting on 
January 24, when the faction's 
method of operation would be 
debated. 

(Three of the DMC Knesset 
Members who led the Shinui reform 
movement after the Yom Kippur 
War, had gathered a number of other 
faction°members around them, and 
expressed their grave dissatisfac- 
tion with the political conduct of the 
party since it joined the Likud-led 
coalition. They also complained that 
the faction was not being led as it 
should be.) 

At one time, six or seven of the 15- 
man DMC Knesset faction had 
grumbied publicly about the state of 
affairs in the faction, but at yester-

they algo agreed to give the faction 
another chance. 

The two were Mordechai 
Wirshubsky and Amnon Rubinstein. 
A third, Steff Wertheimer, is said to 
share their feelings. Two others, 
Shmuel Toledano and Zeidan At- 
she, said they were to make 
a very big effort to set the DMC 
aright. 

The faction will start holding infor- 
Mal meetings today to try and 
satisty the demands of the potential 
dissidents for firmer leadership, 
More internal consultation, stricter 
party discipline, a clear ideological 
line, and better personal reiations.

Hebrew University 
implies banning of 
Arab protests

‘The Hebrew University spokesman 
issued a statement last night that im- 


plied. the banning’ of tomorrow's * 
demonstration planned: by the. unof- | 


ficial and ‘extremist Arab Students 
Union against the current peace 
negotiations. 

Spokesman Benny Mushkin stated 
that, ‘“‘The university encourages 
freedom of expression, but will not 
provide a platform or facilities to 
anybody who preaches the an- 
nihilation of the State of Israel. Nor 
does the university recognize any 
‘erganization which espouses these 
ideas." 

The spokesman's office said last 
night that if the Arab.Student’s Union 
decided to defy the university 
authorities, the university would use 
its own security personnel (and not 
the police) to remove them from the 
vremises. The university may also 
take disciplinary action against the 
students. 

The demonstration was also -op- 
posed by Benny Kashriel, chairman 
of the official Students Union, who 
called the. plan “a provocation.” 
Kashriei is also 2 member of the 
Likud student organization. 

The students in the Arab organiza- 
tion, Kashriel said, had publicly ad- 
vocated, in a pamphlet and 
elsewhere, the destruction of the 
State of Israel. His Students Union, 
he said. is not in any way against 
freedom of expression, but it carmot 
tolerate, nor does it think the univer- 
sity should continue to give its ser- 
vices to, a group "that is committed 
to the destruction of Israel." 

There are 11 students in the Arab 
student committee. The size of its 
following is unknown.

The 
owners remained dissatisfied, in- 


sisting on the commercial centre, 
which from their point of view would 
have been far more profitable. 

The city, however, insists on hav- 
ing a park in the area, and sees a 
large scale commercial complex as 
a threat to the quality of life in the 
centre of residential Te] Aviv. With 
its efforts to reach ἃ compromise un- 
successful, the executive decided to 
revert to “‘what we wanted to have 


“in the first place — no construction 


whatever in the circle. “If we can’t 
have a compromise, we might as 
well have one large'’green area in 
the city centre," city spokesman 
Amikam Shapira told The 
Jerusalem Post. 

‘The only problem is, where will the 
city find the funds to pay the enor- 
mous price tag? The owners are 
demanaing many millions of pounds 
for what was until recently lucrative 
property — some estimates run as 
high as πιοῦσα.

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Cambodian forces bounce back to 
heat up border war with Vietnam

BANGKOK. — The month-long 
Vietnam-Cambodia border war — 
which appeared stalemated a few 
days ago — is growing hotter and 
potentially more dangerous. 

According to Western experts 
here, the initially defeated Cambo- 
dian border divisions have made a 
surprising recovery. Split into 
smaller, guerrilla-style units, they 

-are on the attack in several areas. 
Cambodian troops have crossed into 
Vietnam to attack the town of Ha 
Tien on the Gulf of Thailand. 

The Vietnamese invasion force has 
made some sizeable withdrawals, 
although it continues to fight 
aggressively from about eight major 
fire bases established from eight to 
16 kma. within Cambodian territory. 

Vietnamese field commanders are 
under orders to expand these 
bridgeheads and “seek and destroy" 
Cambodian troop units, the Western 
sources said. . 

The Cambodian commanders are 
under orders to attack the Viet- 
namese wherever they are 
vulnerable and take no prisoners, 
these sources said. Some prisoners 
are known to have been executed. 
‘The Vietnamese are known to have 
captured at least 400 prisoners. 


Fragmentary but sometimes 
detalled information from various 
sources indicates the Vietnamese 
army commanders were surprised 
by the sudden resurgence of the 
Cambodians. The original invasion 
plan bas evidently been altered. The 
armovred columns operating deep 
within the so-called Parrot's Beak 
area appeur to have been pulled 
back. 

Much of the province of Svey 
Rieng. dominated by the Vietnamese 
after the initial invasion thrust, is 
now back in Cambodian hands and 
soldiers have gone back to the fields 
in a frantle effort to complete the 
rice harvest before the Vietnamese 
can return, 

Available reports indicate few 
clear battle lines. Even in border 
areas where Vietnamese troops are 
clearly in control, fighting was 
reported well behind the Vietnamese 
lines. 

The Cambodian resurgence was 
noted by Hanoi radio on Saturday 
night. It charged that. despite Viet- 
Ram's armed might along the 
border, Cambodian troops had in- 
vaded Vietnam seven times between 
January 4 and 11. 

There is no indication that either 
aside has reinforced the troops initial- 
ly committed. The Cambodians have

ly around Tay Ninh City northwest of 
Ho Chi Minh City (formerly Saigon)

The ramifications of an expanding 
war with its proxy involvements — 
the Soviet Union on Vietnam's side 
and China on Cambodia's side — are 
creating widespread diplomatic ap- 
prehension. 

Diplomatic sources believe that 
Vietnam's goals in launching the in- 
vasion were to maul the Cambodian 
army badly, to put an end to almost 
two years of often serious border 
harassment from Phnom Penh, and 
to bring Cambodia's Communist 


: Party boss Pol Pot to the negotiating 


table in a weak position. 

Instead, Pol Pot has used the inva- 
sion, in propaganda that drips with 
nationalism, to try to raliy the Cam- 
bodians for ‘a new people's war." 
“He ἴ not about to negotiate so long 
as he has one Cambodian soldier 
left," one diplomat said. 

On the other hand. diplomatic 
sources say, Vietnam Is in too deep 
to pull back. The sources fear that 
Vietnam might react to the present 
unsatisfactory battlefield situation 
by pouring in even more men. 


Ἵ saw Ethiopians bomb Eritrean village’

Wilkinsun, in Eritrea where Ethio- 
pian norernment troops tre fighting 
Hritrean guerrillas, was in the town 
of Texsenei when Ethiopian 
warplanes bombed it. His report 
Sollaws: 
TESSENEI. Eritrea. — Ethiopian 
warplanes are bombing Eritrean 
towns with napalm and cluster 
bombs in an apparent systematic 
campaign to terrorize the civilian 
population and disrupt guerrilla ac- 
tivity. 

The campaign began at the start of 
the new year and, according to the 
Eritrean Liberation Front (ELF), is 
inereasing in intensity. 

This reporter was in Tessenei 
when Ethiopian warplanes, painted 
in desert camouflage, bombed the 
-town and neighbouring village of Ali 
Gidir twice within four hours. 
Swooping out of the midday sun as 
Tesseneij slumbered during its daily 
siesta, two Soviet-built _Mig-21s, 
recently shipped to Ethiopia as part 
of a massive $500m. arms buildup, 
skimmed over the town dropping two 
bombs. 

Russian-built anti-aircraft 
weapons opened fire as civilians 
scrambled into their homes and new- 
ly dug trenches. 

Four hours later the Ethiopian 


planes were back, wheeling for 
several minutes in the clear sky and 
dropping napalm and deadly cluster 
bombs. One napalm bomb 
devastated several thatch huts. A 


“cluster bomb fell nearby, battering 


the area with shrapnel. One person 
was wounded. 

The cluster bomb's cannister was 
recovered later.. In stencilled 
English were the words 
“*bomb/cluster.'' Several other 
bombs fell on a nearby farm... 

A week ago war planes staged a 
similar lightning hit-and-run raid on 
Tessenel. Then, six persons were 
killed and several score wounded as 
two bombs, reportedly Israeli- 
manufactured, smashed accurately 
into the town centre, splattering a 
hotel and nearby buildings. 

Other towns have been hit in re- 
cent days, according to the ELF, 
causing casualties and panic among 
civilians. 

The Eritreans, who now control 
more than 90 per cent of Ethiopia's 
northernmost province, charge that 
this is a new and deliberate policy of 
terror by Ethiopia's military rulera 
aimed primarily against civilians 
rather than guerrillas. 

The Ethiopians officially have 
denled the bombing charges. Their 
campaign, however, appears to be 


succeeding against the civilians. 

Tessenei was a bustling trade cen- 
tre of some 25,000 people before ELF 
guerrillas closed in early last year 
and stormed the Ethiopian garrison. 
It is now a virtual ghost town of some 
5,000. 

Guerrillas have been making 
vigorous efforts to attract refugees 
who fled into nearby Sudan back to 
their homes to revive the town. 

Traffic is banned between sunrise 
and sunset. Classes for 400 children 
between four and 10 are held in the 
evening. In a tiny factory men and 
women churn out up ta 200 
camouflage uniforms for guerrillas 
each evening. 

Before dawn the guerrillas 
transfer all rolling stock — heavy 
trucks, Jeeps and Landrovers — 
from a central but exposed town gar- 
age to a nearby camouflaged 
workshop for repairs. 

Much daylight work has even 
stopped on the nearby Ali Gidir plan- 
tation, a sprawling 1,700-acre farm 
where the ELF is growing enough 
sorghum to feed its array. 

But the captured combine 
harvestera are trundied out in the 
evening to continue the current 
harvest, a vital necessity both for 
food for the guerrilla army and to ob- 
tain revenue. 


Somalia fears Soviet-Cuban 
plans for major offensive 


NAIROBI | UP1). —- Somalia yester- 
day charged that the Soviet and 
Cuban defence ministers are secret- 
ly in Ethiopia planning an “‘air, land 
and sea" offensive aimed at 
overthrowing the Somali Govern- 
ment. 

The statement, by Abdelkassim 
Hassan, the Somali Minister of Infor- 
mation, was the first suggestion that 
the Soviet minister, Dmitri Ustinov, 
was in Addis Ababa, U.S. in- 
telligence sources reported last 
week the presence of Raul Castro, 
the Cuban defence chief and Fidel 
Castro's younger brother. 

Hassan said that the violent reac- 
tion from Moscow and Addis Ababa 
to President Carter's call at a news 
conference last week for a 
negotiated settlement of the crisis 
showed that those countries had 
already made invasion plans. 

In Beirut, the newspaper “‘An- 
Nahar" yesterday said that the 
Eritrean People's Liberation Front 
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(EPLF) had retracted a statement 
the paper published yesterday 
quoting a spokesman as saying 
Eritrean secessionist guerrillas 
were holding Soviet and Cuban 
prisoners. 

The independent daily bad on Sun- 
day quoted EPLF spokesman Al- 
Amin Mohammed Said ag making 
the statement. The EPLF {fs one of 
three Eritrean groups fighting for 
the independence of the Red Sea 
province since its incorporation by 
Bthiopia in 1962. 

Somalia yesterday said it had nor- 
malized relations with Libya, one of 
the few Arab states supporting 
Ethiopla in the war against Somali 
forces in Ethiopia's Ogaden region. 

Somali President Mohamed Siad 
Barre calied in the ambassadors of 
the U.S., Britain, France, Germany 
and Italy. and told them an invasion 
of Somalia by ‘Warsaw pact coun- 
tries spearheaded by Ethiopia” was 
imminent.

Jay resume — 
next March _ 


NICOSIA (UPD. - UN Secretary-" 


General Kurt Waldheim said yester- 
day that he thinks the Cyprus inter- 
communal talks, stalled since last 
spring, could be resumed in March. 

“March would be a good guess," 
he told a news conference shortly 
before taking off for Athens. 

“T am leaving the island with the 
feeling that we are now on the right 
track,'' he said.

Extremists held for bombing 
Spain’s biggest music hall 


MADRID (UPI). — Police yesterday 
arrested several left-wing ex- 
tremists suspected of the fire- 
bombing of Spain's biggest music 
hall, police sources said. 

The Scala Theatre in Barcelona 
burned down on Sunday afterncon 
after four men and 2 woman smash- 
ed its glass doors and tossed in fire 
bombs, starting a six-hour blaze that 
destroyed the building. Only a clean- 
ing crew was inside at the time. 

Police said a 19-year-old cleaner 
died and three persons were still 
missing. 

‘The sources said the arreat of α 15. 
year-old youth led them to a group of 
persons allegedly connected with the 
attack. They said the fire-bombing 
was part of a series of assaults 
carried out in Barcelona on Sunday 
and early yesterday by members of 
the outlawed International Com- 
munist Party, a far-left splinter 
group. 


In other violence in Barcelona on 
Sunday night, fire bombs were toss- 
ed into banks, a police station and a 
government building. Police said 
damage was considerable and that 
one policeman suffered burns wher 


he was hit by a fire bomb. 


In apparently unrelated violence 
in Madrid, bombs exploded early 
yesterday in a building of the metro 
(subway) company and on @ subur- 
ban subway track. Police said there 
was some damage, but no injuries. 
No organization immediately claim- 


ed responsibility for the blasts. 


The Scala Theatre — an establish- 


ment in the grand tradition of Euro- 
pean music halls that has been com- 
pared to the Paris Lido—was found- 
ed in 1942 by the late Albert Kaps, a 
Jewish refugee from Austria. It 
employed a‘staff of more than 200 
and its shows featured some of 
Europe's most popular artists.

Staubach threw one touchdown 
pass to Butch Johnson in the third 
quarter and running back Robert 
Newhouse hurled another on an op- 
tion play to Golden Richards in the 
fourth as the Cowboys picked apart 
the Denver secondary. 

Tony Dorsett, forced out of the 
game in the third period with a 
twisted right knee, scored the other 
Cowboys touchdown on 8. S-yard run 
after Dallas intercepted the first of 
four passes off Broncos quarterback 
Craig Morton. 

The Broncos had boasted that 
Dallas’ only serious receiving threat 
was flanker Drew Pearson, but 
Pearson did less damage than any of 
the other targets in the Cowboys’, 
arsenal. 

Johnson made acircus catch in the 
end zone on a 45-yard “bomb” from 
Staubach in the third quarter, and 
Richards grabbed Newhouse" 's pitch 
for Dallas’ wrapup TD. 

Efren Herrera kicked field goals of

Textile industry hard hit by NEP 


TEL AVIV. — The textile industry 
claims that the Government should 
have given it half a chance before 
springing its New Economie Policy 
on it overnight. 

Speaking on behalf of fashion and 
textile exporters at a press con- 
ference here yesterday, Yitzhak 
Hananel, of Rikma, 2 major fashion 
exporter, attacked the 
Government's NEP in harsh terms. 


“How are we to calculate com- 
petitive prices on export merchan- 
dize to be delivered in five months, 
when we have no idea what the 
dollar exchange rate will be by 

_ then,” he asked. The textile industry 
is not opposed to the principles of the 
NEP, but it is highly critical of the 
fact thet the implications of that 
policy were not fully thought 
through. “Overnight we were faced 
with a situation where all dollar in- 
centives were cancelled; where in- 
stead of earning IL14.78 per dollar on 
exports, we were receiving IL15 and 
left to absorb enormous increases on 
all overheads — as well as a 12 per 
cent cost-of-living increase on 
wages,"" Hananel added. 


The textile industry is used to fac- 
ing crises and has always been able 
to readjust to difficulties, ‘‘but this 
year we are scared of what will 
happen. The situation today is ex- 
tremely dangerous," he continued. 
The Government should have given 
the industry some and time 
to adjust, before delivering an 
economic blow over-night and giving

easy Government credit, geared to 
the volume of exports. Existing 
guerantee facilities we have with 
banks are no longer sufficient. In the 
fashion trade, we also require sub- 
sidies for promotion and advertising 
abroad. Without travelling abroad 
and exhfbiting, it is impossible to sell 
fashion merchandise,’' the 
spokesman for the trade said. 

“Finally, we face a very difficult 
manpower situation. Workers prefer 
small factories producing for the 
local market, where they get under- 
the-table payments and work under 
less pressure and with less stringent 
standards. As an incentive we want 
some degree of income tax exemp- 
tion for workers in enterprises which 
are approved exporters. 

“Unless the Government wants to 
close down an export industry which 
has been very profitable in the past 
— it simply has to help," Hananel 
warned. eee tia, 

Banna Weiss, responsible for knits 
and ready-to-wear at the Ministry of 
Industry, Commerce and Tourism, 
adzoits that the outlook for textile ex- 
ports in 1978 ‘‘may not be altogether 
rosy,"" and thet although Jast year's 
achievements were impressive, all 
figures are based on the pre-NEP 
economy. Exports rose by 21 per 
cent from $195m. in 1976 to $226m. 
last year. (These figures include all 
textiles such as bedlinen, sleeping 
begs and mass-produced standard 
ftems such as panty hose and un- 
derwear.) 

From 1976 to the end of 1977 {n- 
vestments in the textile industry 
resulted in the setting up of 27 new 
factories and the enlargement of 25 
existing plants. Many clothing fac- 
tories also set up subsidiaries in 
Arab-populated areas. 

Government-appointed com- 
mittees are now studying the needs 
of the textile industry in view of the 
NEP. They realize that not all in- 
dustries can be placed ‘‘in the same 
basket,"" Weiss said. For some fac- 


tories, fhe new policy could be the 
straw that breaks the camel's back. 

At the same time, competition 
abroad is hard. Half a million 
workers in the European textile in- 
dustry are unemployed, and fac- 
tories here have to make optimum 
efforts where efficiency and produc- 
tivity are concerned. The Govern- 
ment is prepared to come to their ald 
with training schemes. It intends to 
boost afd in this area to up to δῦ per 
cent of a worker's daily wage, she 
said. 

The cancellation of import tariffs 
for Israeli fashion goods entering 
Common Market countries has had a 
beneficial effect on our exports. Ex- 
ports to the EEC now account for 
66.5 per cent of the total, compared 
to 61 per cent in 1976. Exports to the 
U.S. are down, percentage-wise, but 
have not decreased in actual quan- 
tities. 

Avigdor Schendel, director of the 
Export Institute, streased the need 
for the government to reinstate its 
previous policy of helping exporters 
establish offices and warehouses 
abroad. Foreign buyers do not want 
to place long-term orders these days, 
they prefer to buy as late as possible, 
and it is essential for exporters to 
keep stocks as close as possible to 
the point-of-sale. 

On a brighter note, Israela Cohen, 
who is shortly to be appointed head 
of the Export Institute's Fashion 
Centre, replacing Yael Matalon, who 
will be in charge of all consumer 
products, announced plans for the 
forthcoming bi-annual WFeshion 
Week. 

It is to take place at the Tel Aviv 
Hilton Hotel February 13-17. Some 90 
manufacturers will participate, in- 
cluding at least six newcomers, who 
have been chosen for their ability to 
produce quality merchandise for ex- 
port. 

Buyers’ reservations are not com- 
plete, but at this stage they indicate 
good representation from England, 
Germany, Holland, France and the 
U.S. ᾿

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Reviewing old dogmas 


AS IS HIS WONT, Foreign Minister Dayan put it bluntly at a 
press conference in Jerusalem just before joining his Egyptian 
opposite number, Mohammed Ibrahim Kamel, for lunch yester- 
day. 

“We are responsible for Israel's future,” he said, ‘not for 
Egypt's. Better that the Sadat initiative should slip through our 
fingers than that the security and survival of the State of Israel 
should slip through our fingers."’ 

The idea could have heen phrased rather more felicitously. 
‘The achievement of peace, Mr. Dayan might have said, % 
Israel's prime objective in relations with the neighbouring Arab 
countries. But a peace would be no peace if it jeopardized 
Israel's legitimate security interests — let ‘alone her survival. 

The point would presumably be granted by President Sadat 
himself. But to his own mind, the Egyptian leader has already 
conceded Israel everything it might need for its security. 

Having treated Israel's waiver of any claim to Sinai as no con- 
cession at all, he rejects the notion that territory, or at least 
territorial rights, could rightly be included, along with 
demilitarized zones and early warning stations, in the definition 
of Israel’s future “secure and recognized borders." ~ 

This is perhaps not surprising, at any rate in this stage of the 
peace negotiations. The territory affected, whether in Sinai or in 
the West Bank or even in the Golan, is in Mr. Sadat's view un- 
alterably Arab, and therefore inalienable. But this view tends to 
ignore the fact that for the past three decades Arabs have 
fought — some vow they will keep fighting — to restore what 
they consider their domain. 

Israel's leaders cannot be expected to wipe the record of Arab 
aggression from their memory. What they may in justice be 
asked to do is to take another hard leok at their own concept of 
national security. 

Take the issue of the settlements in Sinai. Are these an asset 
or a liability in terms of security to an Israel at peace with 
Egypt? When Mr. Begin, and later Mr. Weizman, visited Mr. 
Sadat in Egypt they evidently left the impression that the 
answer was, certainly not much of an asset. 

The later cabinet decision to expand the settlements, expecial- 
ly in the Rafiah area, was therefore something of a puzzle. 

Apparently the decision wag dictated by internal political con- 
siderations; and it is arguable that the nation had certain moral 
commitments towards the settlers, that went beyond mere utili- 
ty. But such an exception to the doctrine of security, if that is 
what it was, had to be spelled out, and fully explained, to be 
credibie. 

A vastly more serious security problem is posed by the West 
Bank. Speaking to the press yesterday, Mr. Dayan granted that 
there was no chance for any deal between Israel and Egypt that 
did not embrace at least one other Arab country — and that, of 
course, meant Jordan. 

It meant something else, too: that a revision of Mr. Begin’s 
original autonomy plan for Judea and Samaria is unavoidable. 
To be sure, such revision would have to take the country's 
security interests fully into account. But it need not be based on 
the assumption, which could be false, that control of the West 
Bank addresses the main source of danger to Israel. 

During the past several months a number of venerabie old 
dogmas have been usefully discarded, or recast, both in Cairo 
and in Jerusalem. The latest of these has been the facile belief 
that U.S. good offices would be unnecessary in direct 
negotiations. 

As Mr, Dayan put it while awaiting today's convening of the 
political committee, “face to face talks are good, but not always 
enough. 

This process of reconsideration and reexamination of 
accepted truths should go on. It is a far better guarantee of 
progress than mutual threats by national leaders to resign un- 
leas they get their way. 


Arkia in trouble 


ARKIA is losing money — 130m. during the last two years. A 
committee under Dan Spielman, the official in charge of civil 
aviation at the Transport Ministry, has made recommendations 
designed to keep Israel's domestic airline in operation. ἡ 

The conduct of the airline's affairs has been remiss. The 
owners — El! ΑἹ and the Histadrut, in equal shares — failed to 
put in sufficient capital. Nevertheless, Arkia has lately invested 
1L100m. in the acquisition of two BAC One-Eleven jets. 

Three-quarters of the finance is borrowed money, levied on 


terms that can only be described as self-destructive. The ᾿ 


redemption period is five years, whereas the provision for 
‘depreciation is spread over ten years. The depreciation fund is 
calculated in Israel] pounds, the loan obligation in dollars — yet 
only 45 per cent of 3.8 loan is insured by the authorities against 
devaluation. ἢ 

_ Arkia's wage bill came to 25 per cent of total outlays two years 
ago. That was sound and proper. But a new collective agree- 
ment was then signed, aping all the emoluments and restrictive 
practices built up over the years in Ej Al. The more veteran con- 
cern manages to cope. Its wage bill is still not more than one- 
third of total costs; which is high. 

In Arkia, with its short routes and small turnover, wages 
amount currently to 42 per cent of turnover; which is 
prohibitive. 

The airline personnel have become restive, now that their job 
security is imperilled. Fortunately the Spielman committee has 
made recommendations to shore up their company. Aria can 
be got out of the red, provided ΕἸ Al gives ita planes part-time 
occupation on the shorter international routes — to Rhodes, 
Cyprus, Istanbul, Bucharest. 

This awkward plane-sharing device begs the question 
whether Arkia should not be scrapped altogether. The Spielman 
committee did not go into that, because another committee has 
been appointed recently, under former air force chief Dan 
Tolkovsky, to examine the whole structure of air services in 
Israel. 

Pending that committee’s conclusions, the Spielman report 
takes the easier option of devising ways and means to keep 
Arkia going, at least for the time being. There is here a welcome 
respite, which gives management and staff members of Arkia 
an opportunity to prove thelr worth. 

The Spielman recommendations involve cuts. Most of the 
turbo-prop planes (Triumph Heralds, Vickers Viscounts) must 
be sold off, now that the new jets are coming in. That means 
staff reductions. ἘΠῚ Al is willing to take on surplus people, at 
least those who are qualified in aviation subjects. 

Those left must accept a rationalization of their wage struc- 
ture. It is absurd — to take only one example — that employees 
who receive a car allowance should be transported to and from 
their work at the company's expense. 

The reform programme should be given a try. Protest 
mee! and work stoppages will not save Arkia. A genuine ef- 
fort to raise productivity and make the company earn its keep 
may turn the scales in its favour. ‘

Edward Heath, 
Britain's one-time Prime Minister, 
adds for good measure (in an 
English newspaper) that if we do not 
scram, the European powers should 
make us. 


THES SAD THING is that the con- 
cessions in question can be made, 
have to be made, will be made; but 
not in that way. Israel is ready and 
willing to hand Sinai over to the 
Egyptians. Begin — our super- 
nationalist — has said so. 

Nor does the nation aspire to 
annex the West Bank and Gaza.

BY ALL THE rules of diplomacy and 
all the generalizations from history, 
President Sadat and Prime Minister 
Begin shouldn't have much chance 
of reaching a peace agréement. 
They are too far apart on the crucial’ 
Palestine issue. Yet I have a strong 
hunch that in the end they 
manage it. . 

The reason I think. so, against all 
logic, is that they have gone too far 
to turn back. They would stand 
humiliated, before history and in 
their own eyes, and they would be 
naked to their enemies. They have 
no retreat. 

_ Right now, in their post-Ismailiya 

. phase, they seem to have come to a 
dry season for peace. Begin assured 

the Israeli Knesset that he will never 
wed on the question of an Israeli 
military presence on the West Bank. 
Sadat assured his own lieutenants 
and everyone else that he will settle 
for nothing short of a Palestinian 
state, with no Israeli presence. 
Which means, that, having stated 
their non-negotiable positions, they 
must now start the negotiation 
process. The peace bargaining has 
just begun. 

! There was one crucial change that 
did come after the 8. sum- 
mit. Both leaders, Begin and Sadat, 
felt that they now had to reckon with 
their constituency — Begin with his 
coalition colleagues and his own par- 
ty, Sadat with the other Arab heads 
of state, especially President Assad 
of Syria and King Khaled of Saudi 
-Arabla. 

As for the third member of what 
has become in effect a peacemaking 
triumvirate — President Carter — 
he is still fumbling for his exact role 
and tactic. Sadat and Begin could 
have made 8 separate peace at 
Ismailiya, by themselves, but they 
can't make a general peace without 
an American role, for America must 
in effect become the guarantor of the 
peace.
